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Row brews over 
cafe’s ‘clutter’ 


A CAFE owner has 
vowed to fight 
moves to force him 
to seek permission 
to keep tables and 
chairs on the pave¬ 
ment. 

Forest Heath District 
Council and Suffolk 
County Council are 
clamping down on 
businesses without 
official approval for 
tables, chairs and 
benches on the pave¬ 
ment in Newmarket 
High Street. 

A Clean Up Newmarket 
campaign, led by the town’s 
deputy mayor Cllr Jane 
Bailey, is aiming to tackle 
“clutter” on pavements - 
including tables, chairs and 
advertising A-boards. 

Experts from the district 
and county council have 
discovered that hardly any 
of the tables and chairs 
outside pubs and cafes have 
official permission. 

Now letters are going out 
warning them planning 
permission is needed from 
the district council and a 
licence from the county 
council. 

One of the first to receive

the letter will be the 
Clocktower Cafe where 
owner Larry Kirwan has a 
picnic bench as well as 
tables and chairs outside on 
the new paved areas created 
as part of the £600,000 
revamp of the Clocktower 
junction. 

Cllr Mrs Bailey said she 
had received complaints 
about Mr Kirwan’s “take 
over” of the new paved 
area. 

“People have asked: ‘Why 
should he benefit from the 
new paving and no-one 
else’,” she said. 

But she said there should 
be a consistent approach to 
all businesses which put 
out tables, chairs or bench¬ 
es on the pavement. 

She said they should be 
allowed to keep using the 
tables and chairs while they 
applied for the necessary 
permission. 

Mr Kirwan said he had 
been using tables and 
chairs outside the cafe since 
he took it over - giving him 
legal development rights 
under planning rules. 

“We shall have to go 
through the proper chan¬ 
nels, but I’ve had tables 


outside since I started 
trading here,” he said. 

“I’ve had a table outside 
the cafe since I opened 12 
years ago and no-one from 
the council told me I needed 
planning permission. 

“Shouldn’t councils be 
trying to help businesses in 
the current financial clim¬ 
ate?” 

He said a council official 
had seen the tables and 
chairs recently and had 
indicated that there was no 
problem in having them 
outside. 

He added: “I’m sure 
there’s compromise to be 
reached. But shouldn’t the 
councils have spoken to the 
traders first before thinking 
about sending out letters 
telling us we need planning 
permission.” 

The nearby Waggon and 
Horses pub will not have to 
apply for permission for its 
benches on the pavement 
because planners accept 
they have been there for 
more than 10 years. But it 
may need to apply for a 
legal development cert¬ 
ificate and may still need a 
county council licence. 

Other businesses affected 
by the issue are The Crown 
pub and Keto’s coffee shop.

Attempted murder trial jury 
told of shouted death threat 


A SHOUTED death threat was heard after an 
attack at a funeral which left a man with a 
serious head wound and multiple skull 
fractures, a court was told. 

The trial of three brothers accused of attempted 
murder and wounding with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm has heard from a witness who saw two 
groups of men chasing each other after the incident 
at Newmarket cemetery. 

Stable worker Shane Edgerton told the court he 
saw a group of men climbing over the fence to get 


out of the cemetery as he was driving to work on 
June 4 last year. 

The group ran off towards Newmarket High Street. 
Moments later, a second group emerged and 
appeared to be chasing the others, who were about 
40 yards ahead. 

Mr Edgerton, giving evidence at Ipswich Crown 
Court, said that a man in the second group - who the 
prosecution allege included the Frankham brothers - 
shouted that he wanted to kill one of the other men. 

The brothers - Thomas Frankham, 44, from 
Cranleigh, Surrey; Sam Frankham, 41, from Annan, 


Scotland; and Robert Frankham, 45, from Watford, 
Hertfordshire - have denied the charges. 

The court heard the incident happened at the 
funeral of traveller Sophie Penfold, 73. 

The victim, Michael Willett, 38, former brother-in- 
law of the Frankhams, was left with a six-inch wound 
to his head after being hit with a meat cleaver. He 
also suffered skull fractures after being attacked with 
bats or sticks. Prosecutor Matthew Gowen said the 
attack was the result of “bad blood” between the 
Willett and Frankham families. 

The trial continues.

THIS YEAR’S Two Counties Motor 
Show at the Rowley Mile racecourse, 
Newmarket, has been cancelled. 

A spokesperson for the organisers, 
Newmarket, Ely and Cambridge 
Lions, said: “With the absence of 
some of the major dealers in the 
area, the show would not have had 
the desired impact and selection of 
vehicles to warrant a show of this 
importance at such an impressive 
venue.” 

The show, to have been held next 
month, would have benefited Arthur 
Rank House and 
Community First Responders. 

The Lions are now proposing to help 
the charities with other money-raising 
events throughout the year. 

Tory club’s future 
on the agenda

BUZZING around her 
Newmarket gallery, 
artist Jacquie Jones is in 
a buoyant mood. 
Sporting a cropped 
biker jacket and net 
miniskirt, along with 
her trademark red 
curls, she is happily 
posing for the camera - 
with a huge smile on 
her face. 

Jacquie has plenty to 
smile about. Famous for 
her flamboyant paintings of 
horses, her patrons include 
the Princess Royal and 
Sheikh Mohammed. Her 
artwork is exhibited all over 
the globe, she’s just 
illustrated a series of 
children’s books and a 
cutting-edge line of 
clothing is in the pipeline. 
Life is, admits Jacquie, 
pretty busy. 

“I still feel I could be 
doing more,” she adds, 
laughing. “I’ve always had 
these three passions: 
horses, painting and 
fashion. And I’ve always 
wanted to pursue them all. 

“When I started out, in 
the late 1960s, I was so full 
of energy and dreams - and 
I’ve still got that energy and 
those dreams. I’ve carried 
them with me: if anything, 
they’re stronger now than 
ever.” 

Jacquie has worked hard 
to get where she is today. 
Born and raised on a south 
London council estate, as a 
little girl she fantasised 


When her favourite horse was involved in a 
terrifying road accident - which left a young driver 
dead - amateur jockey Jacquie Jones felt 
compelled to quit racing. Now a world-famous 
equine artist, she tells ALICE RYAN why her work is 
a lasting tribute.

Still drawing and 
painting in her spare 
time, Jacquie had just 
entered - and won - a 
fashion design 
competition. But she 
decided to put her 
artistic career on the 
back burner for a while, 
so she could focus on 
fulfilling her ambition of 
becoming a jockey. 

Apart from two spells 
working for the clothing 
company Wallis, Jacquie 
dedicated the next 15 
years to riding. In 1973, it 
brought her to 
Newmarket, where she’s 
lived and worked since. 

Working for a series of 
different trainers, 
including the famed Sir 
Henry Cecil, Jacquie 
went on to ride in several 
races; her last outing as 
an amateur jockey was in 
1984, when she decided 
it was time to quit. 

The decision was, 
explains Jacquie, sparked 
by a very special horse 
called Age Quod Agis. 

“He was a grey 
thoroughbred with 
strong Arab 
characteristics, 
absolutely beautiful,” she 
recalls. 

“He was incredibly 
spiritual, a great 
personality - everyone 
loved him.” 

Jacquie both rode and 
cared for Age Quod Agis 
- whose name means 
“do as you will” - and the 
two developed a close 
bond. 


Then, while another 
jockey was riding him 
out across Warren Hill, 
Age Quod Agis was 
involved in an horrific 
accident. “The jockey fell 
off,” explains Jacquie, 
with a shudder. 

“At the time there were 
no railings on the heath, 
so there was nothing to 
stop the horse galloping 
into the road-and 
straight into an open top 
car. 

“He killed the driver; 
he was a 21-year-old 
solicitor. When I saw 
what had happened... 
Well, that was the reason 
I stopped riding.” 

Incredibly, Age Quod 
Agis survived the 
collision and, though she 
no longer rode, Jacquie 
nursed him for six 
months. 

Continuing to paint 
whenever she could, she 
then chose to launch a 
career as a professional 
artist, beginning with a 
collection of hand- 
painted china and going 
on to create her now- 
famous vast and vibrant 
canvasses. 

Setting up a studio in 
Nell Gwyn’s house in 
Newmarket, where 
Charles II’s mistress lived 
when the royal court 
came to town, Jacquie’s 
reputation soon began to 
grow “I’d walk down the 
street and someone 
would give me a com¬ 
mission,” she recalls. 

“It was amazing 


really.” 

Although Jacquie 
paints all manner of 
different subjects, 
including circus animals 
and fairground scenes, 
she is best known for her 
equine paintings. Many 
feature an ethereal grey, 
rearing up and tossing its 
mane. 

The horse is, explains 
Jacquie, based on Age 
Quod Agis: over the 
years, he’s become 
something of a muse. 

“He comes to me in 
dreams,” she says. 

Jacquie has illustrated 
a whole series of 
children’s books. The 
latest, which has just 
been published, is a 
collection of poetry by 
the Cornish writer Mary 
Lascelles. Called Cornish 
Dreams, it contains 50 
poems and more than 
100 paintings. 

Just last year, Jacquie 
opened a new studio and 
gallery space in 
Newmarket: a real 
treasure trove, packed 
with paintings, china 
and curiosities, it’s called 
The Painted Horse. 

Jacquie has designed 
clothes many times 
before, including a series 
of painted waistcoats, 
dresses and capes - and 
two bespoke scarves for 
Princess Anne. She is 
currently in talks with a 
fashion designer; the 
plan is to develop a 
whole collection. 

Keen to put her talents 


to charitable use, Jacquie 
has also designed a 
limited edition scarf to 
raise cash for the 
National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children - and she’s 
working on a calendar 
for the Bob Champion 
Cancer Trust. 

Bob, the legendary ex¬ 
jockey and cancer 
survivor, is among 
Jacquie’s many fans. 
When he appeared on 
TV’s Celebrity Cash in the 
Attic a few weeks ago, he 
put one of her paintings 
up for auction in aid of 
his charity; the piece 
attracted so much 
attention, Jacquie has 
since given Bob a 
selection of work to sell 
via his website, with 50 
per cent of proceeds 
going straight to the 
trust. 

Jacquie is, she 
explains, spurred on by 
thoughts of Age Quod 
Agis. Ever since the 
accident, almost 25 years 
ago, she has wanted to 
do good in his name; it is, 
she adds, a tribute to the 
young man whose life 
was cut so short.

about becoming a jockey, a 
painter and a fashion 
designer when she grew up. 
And, thanks to a prodigious 
talent and sheer strength of 
character, she has since 
turned all three dreams into 
reality. 

“When I was a child I had 
such a passion for horses,” 
explains Jacquie. 

“I don’t know where it 
came from. Living in 
London, the only contact I 
had with horses was 
watching racing on the 
television - and seeing the 
old horse-drawn bread and 
milk carts go by. 

“I made my own little 
stables on the kitchen table 
and used to keep records in 
a special notebook, noting 
down form. One horse I 
loved was Hyperion: 
amazingly, years and years 
later, I ended up meeting 
Tommy Weston, his jockey.” 

It was Jacquie’s love of 
horses which inspired her 
to start painting. “I so 
desperately wanted a 
horse,” she says. 

“I thought the only way I 
was going to get one was to 
bring it alive on paper. I had 
this extraordinary 
experience when I was 
about 7:1 was sitting in a 
classroom and decided to 


sketch a horse really quickly 
- it gave me such a buzz, a 
real feeling of excitement. 

“I remember thinking 
‘This is it! This is what I’m 
supposed to do!”’ 

In her teens, Jacquie 
started helping out in the 
stables of a London riding 
school. Riding herself 
whenever she could, by the 
age of J8 she’d got her first 
proper job in racing, 
working for trainer Ian 
Balding.

Hospice in-patient care 
is hit by the recession 


A HOSPICE has been forced to 
cut the number of in-patients it 
can care for because of the 
recession. 

St Nicholas Hospice at Bury St 
Edmunds, which cares for people with 
terminal illnesses from all over west 
Suffolk, including the Newmarket, has 
reduced the number of in-patient 
places from 12 to eight. 

But hospice chiefs have stressed that 
patients will continue to be supported 
in their own homes. 

A special charity race night at 
Newmarket earlier this month raised 
around £8,000 for the hospice - which 
has running costs of £10,000 a day. 

The event was part of its 25th 
anniversary celebration. 

The cut in patient places at the 
hospice is the result of the loss of three 
front-line staff who cannot be replaced 
due to a recruitment freeze. 

Jackie Saunders, clinical services 
director, said: “Despite the current 
pressures, we remain firmly committed 
to supporting people wherever they 
want to die. Our recently appointed 
community nursing assistants have 
proved such a success in helping more 
people be cared for and die at home, I 
have decided to redeploy nurses to the 
community hospice team.” 

Barbara Gale, chief executive, said:

“Patients are at the heart of everything 
we do but practically it was not 
possible to maintain a full ward at this 
time. 

“Whilst the organisation tries to 
strategically work its way through the 
impact of the recession, we cannot 
sanction recruitment into new 
vacancies. We hope to be able to lift the 
freeze as soon as regular income 
increases. Appeals over the past few 
months have increased donations and 
I would like to thank the local 
community for their support and 
understanding.

A VOTE of no confidence in 
council planners was blocked at an 
annual town meeting where 
complaints about the designs of 
proposed new buildings was 
among the issues raised. 

Cllr Chris Turner, Newmarket’s 
mayor, refused to take a vote from 
around 100 people at the town’s 
meeting on Tuesday night. 

He argued that the issue should 
be taken up with Forest Heath 
District Council, the planning 
authority. 

Rachel Hood, one of the 
founders of the Save Historic 
Newmarket group, called for a vote 
of no confidence to be taken 
because of the way district council 
planning officials had supported

schemes for a budget hotel and a 
wine warehouse close to the town’s 
busy Clocktower road junction. 

She said Majestic, the national 
wine chain which wants to build 
an outlet at the junction of Bury 
Road and Old Station Road, had 
told her that planners suggested 
the controversial design for a 
modern building - which was 
subsequently rejected by 
councillors. 

“We are very concerned that 
these ultra-modern designs are 
part of a concerted effort by 
planning officers to impose this 


type of building on Newmarket,” 
she told the meeting at the 
Memorial Hall in the High Street. 

But Cllr Turner said he would 
not put the issue to the vote 
because it was not “appropriate”. 

He said: “This is not the right 
avenue.” 

The meeting also heard 
complaints about safety for 
pedestrians at the Clocktower 
roundabout where a £600,000 
revamp was completed about six 
weeks ago. 

There were calls for immediate 
action to improve safety for people 
crossing the roads which have no 
defined crossing points. 

But Rod Sore, Suffolk County 
Council’s safety engineer, said the 


worries would be considered in a 
six-month review of the scheme - 
which would also consider 
whether the controversial stone 
balls feature on the roundabout 
should stay. 

“We can’t have a knee-jerk 
reaction,” he said. “It needs to be 
done in a considered way.” 

Other issues raised at the 
meeting included continuing 
concern about street violence in 
the town as a result of longer 
drinking hours, the perceived 
threat to the horseracing industry 
by major housing proposals, the 
future of the town’s market and the 
plans to develop historic Palace 
House Stables as a major visitor 
attraction.

ELDERLY residents are set 
to move out of their flats 
while major refurbishment 
is carried out. 

The £1.7 million scheme to 
upgrade the Barlings Court block 
in Newmarket is due to start this 
summer after the existing 
tenants have been rehoused. 

Kings Forest Housing, which 
owns the block, is planning to 
upgrade facilities so that all the 
flats have their own showers. 
Currently 24 of the 49 flats are 
bedsits and tenants have to walk 
down a corridor to a communal 
bathroom. 

Some of the residents at 
Barlings Court, whose ages range 
from their 60s upwards, will be 
moving to Regent Court, 
Newmarket, where Kings Forest 
has just finished a similar £2 
million upgrade which took 
more than a year. 

Some pensioners, who 
originally lived in Regent Court, 
will be moving for a second time. 

Richard Radcliffe, regional 
director of Kings Forest, said: 
“We have carried out a lot of 
consultation with the residents 
and our staff will be helping with 
all the arrangements for them to 
move. 

“We have spent a lot of time 
consulting with the residents 
and finding out what their needs 
are. 

“In this day and age we want 
to provide the best quality 
housing and obviously sharing a 
bathroom is not ideal. 

“We will also be upgrading the 
heating and electrics to make the 
homes cheaper to run.” 

Barlings Court, off Fred Archer 
Way, was built nearly 30 years 
ago. It will remain a warden- 
controlled sheltered housing 
scheme when the work is 
completed. 


A RESCUED bear has been 
named after a vet who supports 
the work of an organisation 
campaigning to end cruelty to 
the animals in Asia.

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Region still favoured 
by Eastern Europeans 



On the move: more migrants are leaving the UK as the recession bites

EASTERN Europeans are 
returning home in droves, 
but there has been an 
increase in migrants coming 
to Cambridgeshire. 

However, that movement has 
come from within the UK, 
according to latest figures from the 
Office of National Statistics. 

Some 120,000 migrants left the 
eastern region but another 140,000 
came to the area from other parts 
of Britain. 

The latest figures will not come 
as a surprise to fulie Spence, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Chief Constable. 

Mrs Spence gained a national 
profile after speaking out about an 
increase in migrant crime. 

She first sparked debate in 
September 2007 by raising the 
issue of the impact of immigration 
on Cambridgeshire which made it 
the fastest-growing county in the 
UK. 

It is now home to 93 different 
cultures and 100 different lang¬ 
uages. 


Speaking in April, she vowed to 
continue pressing the Government 
for extra cash to pay for more 
officers to deal with the increased 
population. 


Tens of thousands more immi¬ 
grants are still arriving in Britain. 

The number of migrants returning 
to the eight countries which joined 
the EU in 2004 more than doubled 


last year. 

Provisional figures from the 
International Passenger Survey 
showed a total of 56,000 Eastern 
Europeans left Britain in the 12 
months to September last year, as 
the economy began to cool. 

That compares with only 25,000 
who left the previous year. But 
because 100,000 arrived, there was 
still an overall increase of 44,000. 

More recent figures released by the 
Home Office indicated even sharper 
declines in new eastern European 
workers as the economy slipped in to 
recession. 

Campaigners complained the 
overall level of immigration was still 
high. Net immigration - the numbers 
arriving minus those leaving - was 
147,000 in the year to September. 

Andrew Green, chairman of 
Migrationwatch, said: “This small 
reduction in immigration brings it 
close to the official projection so the 
population of the UK is still on 
course to hit 70 million by 2028. 

“We need action not talking to get 
our population under control.” 

But Immigration Minister Phil 
Woolas claimed immigration levels 
were “balancing”. 


County sixth 
for abortions 


THERE were 
1,271 abortions in 
Cambridgeshire 
last year, new fig¬ 
ures show. 

Department of 
Health statistics 
released last week 
reveal the county 
had the sixth 
highest number 
of abortions in 
2008 of the 14 
primary care trust 
areas in the East 
of England. 

However, North 
and East Hert¬ 
fordshire, which 
includes Royston, 
had the highest 
number in the 
East-1,743. 

Suffolk saw a 
total of 1,282 ab¬ 
ortions among all 
ages in 2008, 
while West Essex 
had 1,087. 

There were 111 
abortions among 
under 18s in 
Cambridgeshire 
last year. The 
number of abort¬ 
ions among un¬ 
der 16s in the 
county between 
2006 and 2008 
was 75. 

Across England 
and Wales, there 
were 195,296 ab¬ 


ortions last year - 
a fall of 1.6 per 
cent on 2007. 

Dr Patricia 
Lohr, medical dir¬ 
ector of the Brit¬ 
ish Pregnancy Ad- 
visory Service, 
which provides 
contraception 
and abortion ser¬ 
vices, said of the 
national stat¬ 
istics: “We are 
pleased to see 
that these stat¬ 
istics show more 
abortions are 
happening at an 
earlier stage - 
there has been a 3 
per cent rise in 
the number of 
under 10 weeks 
abortions which 
are now at 73 per 
cent. 

“Ninety per 
cent of all abort¬ 
ions were carried 
out under 13 
weeks. 

“We also note 
that the numbers 
of later abortions 
remain compar¬ 
atively tiny at 1 
per cent after 20 
weeks, reflecting 
the complex cir¬ 
cumstances in 
which these are 
requested.”

MP horrified by number of 
children harmed by cannabis 


THE number of children 
aged under 16 who have 
been treated for problems 
linked with cannabis has 
horrified an MP. 

Figures obtained by 
West Suffolk MP Richard 
Spring in a Parliamentary 
question show that 6,075 
children were treated in 
the UK for problems 
linked solely with 
cannabis use in 2007/08. A 
further 2,075 were treated 
for damage to health 
caused by cannabis. 

The figures also show 
that in 2007/08 cannabis 


was the primary reason for 
the treatment of 380 
under-16s in the East of 
England while cannabis 
was the incidental reason 
for a further 116. 

In Suffolk, 52 children 
were treated for problems 
linked solely with canna¬ 
bis use in 2007/08. A 
further 21 were treated for 
damage to health caused 
by the drug. 

Mr Spring said: “I am 
truly horrified by the num¬ 
ber of children under 16 
who have been treated for 
cannabis use. 


“The Government’s lax 
attitude on cannabis use 
has given the impression 
that it is a lot safer than it 
actually is and sends out a 
dangerous message to our 
children. I welcomed the 
Government’s decision to 
belatedly reclassify cann¬ 
abis as a class B drug, but 
for many it will be too 
late. 

“Thousands of young 
people will have taken to 
cannabis unnecessarily, 
and in due course may 
end up on hard drugs or 
in hospital.” 


Warning over spate of fires 


A SPATE of 11 wheelie bin 
fires has led police to issue 
warnings to householders 
and businesses. 

The fires in Newmarket 
have affected domestic and 
commercial bins which 
have been destroyed when 
fires were started inside 
them. 

Although the damage has 
been so far limited to the 
bins themselves police have 
warned that the fires could 
be putting lives at risk. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of 
Newmarket Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, said: 
“Arson is against the law 
and anyone found guilty of 


such an offence can expect 
a lengthy jail sentence. 

“Each wheelie bin fire is 
dangerous to those who set 
them, are near them and 
those who extinguish them. 
Each wheelie bin fire 
attended by the fire service 
costs them time and money, 
and there is always the 
possibility that a crew can’t 
get to another emergency 
where lives are at risk 
because they are dealing 
with a bin fire. 

“The risk of wheelie bin 
fires spreading is increased 
when the bins are placed 
near to a house or fence that 
could easily catch light.” 


He asked householders 
to put bins out only on their 
collection day and bring 
them back as soon as 
possible after they are 
emptied. He suggested bins 
and black rubbish bags 
should be kept in a secure 
area to discourage vandals 
from setting them alight. 

He said extra police 
patrols were being planned 
to try to catch the firebugs.

Family of ducks ‘massacred’ 


THE RSPCA is appealing 
for information after a 
family of ducks was 
found beaten to death. 

Eleven ducklings and 
two adult ducks, thought 
to be the parents of the 
young brood, were found 
dead in Martin Close, 
Soham, in the early 
hours of last Thursday 

Neighbours woke to 
discover the bloody 
remains strewn across 
the street and on their 
driveways. 

Mark Seymour, who 


lives in the close with his 
wife Gill, said: “We woke 
up to find an absolute 
massacre. There were 
bodies everywhere. If 
this was done by a 
person I do not know 
how anyone could do it.” 

The RSPCA attended 
the scene and the ducks 
were removed and taken 
for analysis to ascertain 
the cause of death. 

RSPCA inspector Rich¬ 
ard Lithgoe said: “Neigh¬ 
bours heard a com¬ 
motion at around lam 


and later discovered the 
bodies of the ducks. We 
are treating this as 
suspicious. If anyone has 
any information, I would 
urge them to get in 
contact.” 

Those found guilty of 
causing unnecessary 
suffering to an animal 
could face a six-month 
prison sentence and/or a 
£20,000 fine.

Councils go to the 
courts over review 


LEGAL action is being taken 
by three councils over prop¬ 
osals to reorganise local 
government. 

Forest Heath District Council 
has joined forces with neigh¬ 
bouring St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Suffolk Coastal 
District Council to mount a legal 
challenge to the Boundary Com¬ 
mittee’s action to review the local 
government system in Suffolk. 

The Boundary Committee is 
consulting on proposals to either 
have a single council covering the 
whole county or two councils - 
one for rural Suffolk and one for 
the Ipswich and Felixstowe areas. 

The proposed new unitary 
councils would take on all the 
functions of the existing district

and borough councils as well as 
the county council. 

The three councils have 
instructed lawyers to ask a High 
Court judge for a judicial review of 
the way that the Boundary 
Committee has acted before it is 
due to report to the government 
on July 15. 

They are arguing that alternative 
proposals for three new councils - 
one for the west, one for the east 
and one for the Ipswich and 
Felixstowe areas - should be 
considered. 

A joint statement from the three 
existing councils said: “Residents 


across the county have made it 
clear that they want to be 
consulted on all options for the 
reorganisation of local councils in 
Suffolk, including our proposals 
for three unitaries covering 
Ipswich, West Suffolk and East 
Suffolk.” 

They said a survey had shown 
that people supported the idea of 
three new councils covering the 
county. 

They claim the Boundary 
Committee had not acted fairly 
and had not carried out adequate 
consultation. 

They have also argued that its 
actions are inconsistent with a 
previous legal challenge by Norfolk 
councils which was considered by 
the Court of Appeal in March.

Company cleared of charges 


THE trial of a company blamed for 
causing a fuel leak which threatened 
to pollute water supplies has been 
halted. 

A judge ruled that T Clarke (Mid¬ 
lands) had no case to answer after six 
days of hearings at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

The company, based in South 
London, had denied three charges of 
causing poisonous or noxious matter 
to enter controlled waters, contrary 
to the Water Resources Act. 

The charges related to a leak of 
37,000 gallons of aircraft fuel from an 
underground pipeline at the 
Mildenhall American air force base 
on April 20, 2007. 

The jury heard that the company 


was the main contractor for 
underground drilling work which 
resulted in the 10-inch pipe being 
punctured. 

Andrew Harris, prosecuting for the 
Environment Agency, said the 
company should have taken more 
care to check what obstructions were 
under an aircraft taxiway where the 
drilling operation was carried out. 

The court heard that sub-con¬ 
tractor Roy Clarke, of Diss, Norfolk, 
had already been prosecuted and 
fined £10,000 after admitting a 
similar charge. 

ludge David Gooding directed that 
the company be cleared of the 
charges after hearing arguments 
from their barrister. 


Mayor to look into 
Hungarian links 

A BID to establish a twinning link 
between Newmarket and a town 
in Hungary may be developed 
later this year. 

Representatives from Kecskemet 
city in Hungary have invited 
Newmarket’s mayor to visit the 
World Pairs Driving 
Championship which will be held 
there in August.

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Hip Hop festival’s 
final magic number 


EIGHTIES icons De La Soul 
take to the stage this week as 
a final flourish of this year’s 
Cambridge Hip Hop Week. 

One of the most artistic and 
creative hip-hop acts of all time, the 
Long Island trio have cast a long 
shadow over their contemporaries 
since their debut in the late 1980s. 

De La Soul were always seen as a 
breath of fresh air to the hip hop 
world with their smooth beats and 
lyrics that were less abrasive than 
many of their contemporaries, 
earning them the monicker “Hip Hop 
Hippies”. 

Its three members are men with a 


myriad of names: Kelvin Mercer 
being also known as Posdnuos, 
Mercenary, Plug Wonder Why, and 
Plug One; David Jude Jolicoeur as 
Trugoy the Dove and Plug Two; and 
Vincent Mason who also answers to 
PA, Pasemaster Mase, Maseo and 
Plug Three. 

They formed in high school and 
quickly caught the attention of 
producer Paul Huston, aka Prince 
Paul, courtesy of their demo tap 
Plug Tunin. Prince Paul was also 
sometimes referred to as Plug Four. 

The “Plug” nicknames are alleged 
to come from the numbers that each 
bandmate’s microphone was labeled 
on the soundboard. 


Famed for their quirky lyrics and 
eclectic sampling tactics De La Soul 
are also regarded as having made a 
groundbreaking contribution to both 
the jazz rap and alternative hip hop 
subgenres. 

In 2006, the group came back to 
the fore of collective consciousness 
when they won a Grammy for their 
collaboration with Britpop darling 
Damon Albarn’s Gorillaz on the 
single Feel Good Inc. 

But their fame was assured from 
their very first album, 3 Feet High 
and Rising, widely hailed as a hip- 
hop masterpiece and also the band’s 
biggest commercial success to date. 

Such was the cross-over appeal 
of its playful lyrics, witty slant and 
innovative sampling techniques that 
3 Feet High and Rising was voted 
Album of the Year by the veritable 
bastion of guitar-based rock music 
NME magazine. 

Although subsequent albums have 
sold progressively less, each has 
been lauded by the critics, and the 
enduring appeal of hits such as The 
Magic Number, Say No Go and Me 
Myself and I continues today. 

Next Wednesday’s gig at 
Cambridge’s The Junction, starts at 
7pm with support courtesy of 
Delegates of Culture. All under 14s 
must be accompanied by an adult.

Floral blooms could 
help save butterflies 


A ttracting wildlife to 
your garden is still on 
the agenda of top 
designers, as horticultural 
shows are demonstrating 
this year, with butterflies 
very much in the picture. 

As certain butterfly species 
decline, including the High Brown 
Fritillary, Wood White, Duke of 
Burgundy and Pearl Bordered 
Fritillary, exhibitors at Chelsea 
Flower Show have been 
promoting plants and habitats to 
help them. 

Show gardens displayed 
“butterfly mounds” and plantings 
of nectar-rich, traditional annual 
bedding plants such as nemesia 
and cherry-pie plant 
(heliotropium) to attract 
hoverflies and butterflies. 

A good garden might be visited 
by 22 species of butterfly and 
hundreds of different moths each 
year, depending on where you 
live. 

Yet three-quarters of the 59 
resident butterfly species that 
remain in Britain are in decline, 
including the most common ones: 
the large white, small white, red 
admiral, peacock and small 
tortoiseshell. 

Now PlantforLife, an initiative 
run by the Horticultural Trades 
Association to help people make 
the most of their gardens, has 
teamed up with environmental 
charity Butterfly Conservation to 
launch a public awareness 
campaign, encouraging people to 
attract butterflies into their 
garden. 

Butterfly Conservation

president Sir David Attenborough 
said earlier this year: “Almost 
unbelievably, much of Britain’s 
countryside is a no-go area for 
many favourite butterflies. 

Habitat has been ploughed up or 
become overgrown. Anybody 
who’s been for a country walk 
recently will tell you butterflies are 
a rarity. 

“Scientists fear that in some 
areas we’re entering a post¬ 
butterfly era.” 

The campaigners have now 
produced a guide, MakingYour 
Garden Flutter, which offers tips 
to help preserve these creatures. 

Butterflies love heavily-scented 
flowers, so plant Sedum 
spectabile and Verbena 
bonariensis to attract them into 
your garden. 

Nectar-rich plants such as 
cowslip (Primula veris), bugle 
(Ajuga rep tans), lavender and 
honesty flowers will also 
encourage them in. Many good 
nectar plants are hardy, perennial 
and easy to grow. 

Grow flowers in sunny, 
sheltered areas, as butterflies will 
seek out the warmest parts of 
your garden. 

Create shelter for butterflies by 


planting shrubs and small trees 
such as common honeysuckle 
around the edges of your plot, but 
make sure your flower beds 
remain in full sunlight. 

Keep a good variety of flowers 
which are available from early 
spring to autumn in your garden. 
Plants such as Buddleia davidii 
‘Harlequin’ will give butterflies the 
fuel they need to keep them 
airborne. 

Early flowers are great for 
butterflies just emerging from 
hibernation, such as aubrieta, 
bluebell, clover, forget-me-not, 
pansy, primrose and wallflower. 

In late summer and autumn 
some species need to build up 
their reserves in preparation for 
winter, so benefit from late- 
summer bloomers including 
buddleia, sedum, ivy, Michaelmas 
daisy, mint, scabious and thyme. 

Creating a wild area within your 
garden can encourage butterfly 
species to breed. Simply allow 
grasses and wild flowers which are 
already there to grow, or 
supplement them with extra 
plants. In the first year of growing 
the wild area, cut it several times 
to allow the wild flowers a chance 
against other competitive grasses.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Azalea 

These acid-loving shrubs, which 
burst with colour in late spring 
and early summer, are a must if 
you want to brighten up dull 
corners - and they also look 
fantastic as stand-alone 
specimens in tubs. 

Azaleas, which are generally 
smaller, daintier versions of 
rhododendrons, can be either 
deciduous or evergreen. I love the 
evergreen varieties which are low 
and spreading, producing sheets 
of flowers in May. They work 
wonderfully in pots and many are 
hardy enough to cope with frost 
pockets, although you have to 
choose carefully. Good varieties 
include Rhododendron ‘Blue 
Danube’, a compact, neat 
evergreen azalea which bears 
masses of mauve flowers, is 
extremely hardy and ideally 
placed in light shade. 

Another pretty specimen, which 
is not as robust and will need a 
sheltered spot, is R. ‘Gumpo 
White’, which grows to around one 
metre (three feet). If you want 
some bigger types, try deciduous 
azaleas, which can flower as 
prolifically as their evergreen 
relatives but also have fantastic 
foliage colour in autumn. 

Azaleas come in a mass of 
colours, from blues and pinks to 
reds, oranges, whites and yellows. 
Acid soil is essential, and they are 
best off in a sheltered site in partial 
shade. If you don’t choose one of 
the hardier varieties you may need 
to put horticultural fleece over the 
shrubs on frosty nights.

VW’s imperious Golf GTI (m vn> 



The Volkswagen Golf GTI Mk VI: 0 to 60 in 6.9 seconds. 


BEFORE Volkswagen 
dreamed up the Golf GTI, 
there was no such thing 
as a hot hatchback, writes 
Steve Walker. Now the 
phrase has entered every¬ 
day parlance and virtually 
any manufacturer that 
has a hatchback also has a 
hot one - or a warm one 
at the very least. 

It was 1973 when the 
original GTI was born and 
since then, through six 
generations and with the help 
of its countless imitators, it 
has brought performance, 
handling and fun to the 
masses on an unprecedented 
scale. The current GTI is the 
mark six and, by rights, it 
should be the best yet. 

The imperious 2.0-litre TSI 
petrol engine that powered 
the MkV Golf GTI appears 
again in the sixth generation 
car. The maximum power 
output is 207bhp, a lObhp 
increase over the previous 
model and as before, the 
turbocharged engine piles on 
its acceleration in a beauti¬ 
fully smooth and progressive 
manner. That peak power is 


achieved between 5,300 and 
6,200rpm but the maximum 
torque of 279Nm is generated 
constantly between 1,700 and 
5,200rpm. The upshot is that 
while you’re idling at the 
traffic lights, 62mph is just 6.9 
seconds away and - assuming 
you’re not on a public road - a 
top speed of 149mph is 
attainable. 

Getting the most out of an 
engine like the 2.0-litre TSI in 
a front-wheel drive hatchback 
is a tricky engineering task 
but Volkswagen’s men in 
white coats didn’t shrink from 
the challenge. The basic 
suspension set-up mirrors 
that of standard Golf models. 
Elsewhere, however, the 
changes are far-reaching. 

The springs and dampers 
have been completely re¬ 
tuned to deliver the focused 
driving experience the GTI is 
known for, lowering the ride 
height by 22mm at the front 
and 15mm at the rear. 

There are stiffer anti-roll 
bars to keep the Golf flat 
through fast corners and 
Volkswagen’s Adaptive 
Chassis Control technology 
lets the driver select Comfort, 


Normal or Sport modes 
according to their mood. 

The ACC system elec¬ 
tronically adjusts the throttle 
response, steering assistance 
and damper settings to affect 
the way the car drives but 
perhaps the most significant 
feature on the MkVI GTI is the 
XDS electronic differential. 
This uses the traction and 
stability control systems to 
help the front wheels deploy 
the GTI’s power more 
effectively. 

The Golf GTI revels in its 
status as the founding father 
of the hot hatchback genre 
and it isn’t about to lower 
itself by indulging in the lurid 
colour schemes and tea-tray 
spoilers favoured by its lower 
brow rivals. Therefore, its 
looks are comparatively low 
key and classy, much like a 
standard model but with a 
soupgon of extra aggression 
bubbling under the surface. 
Twin exhausts set into the 
subtle rear splitter, a lower 
front bumper with large 
central air-intake and a neat 
roof-mounted spoiler at the 
rear are about the size of it. 
The alloy wheels are 17-inch 


in size but the optional 18- 
inch items fill the bulging 
arches more effectively. 
Inside, the tone of the 
standard Golf’s class-leading 
cabin is raised by an 
abundance of chrome 
detailing. 

Buyers have two gearboxes 
and two bodystyles at their 
disposal when specifying 
their Golf GTI. Both three- 
door and five-door versions 
are available, with the former 
sporting slightly more 
dynamic looks and the latter 
offering more by way of 
practicality. The standard 


transmission is a six-speed 
manual but Volkswagen’s 
acclaimed DSG twin-clutch 
gearbox is also available for a 
£1,200 premium, complete 
with wheel-mounted paddle 
shifters. The GTI specification 
includes dual-zone climate 
control ESP stability control, 
ABS brakes and seven airbags, 
including a driver’s knee 
airbag. 

Basically 

An electric blend of pace, 
balance and grand touring 
comfort packed beneath the 
Golf’s unassuming interior.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
